Mr. Schaufele arrived in Dar es

President Julius Nyerere on pos- 
sible U.S, peace initiatives be- 
tween the white minority govern- 
ments of Rhodesia and South 
Africa and black African nations. 


The U.S. emissary is believed 
to have been briefed on a two- 
day summit meeting of five black 
African Presidents that ended 
yesterday. His expected report 
on African reaction to a proposed 
Kissinger mission was awaited 
here today. 

Talks With Vorster 

The President spoke with re- 
Porters after Mr. Kissinger re~ 
Ported to him this morning on 
hic weekend conference in Zurich 
with South African Prime Min- 
ister John Vorster. Mr, Kissinger 
arrived here last night after tell- 
ing a news conference in Ham- 
burg that he had been invited by 
President Nyerere to present the 
US. initiatives to seek settle- 
ment of racial troubles in Africa. 

However, a report from Dar es 
Salaam yesterday quoted a

Mr. De Va- 
thaixe had drawn the money from 
Mr. Dassault’s personal account.

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An African Gamble 


It is a large gamble that Secretary of State 
Kissinger has taken for the United States, 
for the Ford administration—and for the 
Ford candidacy. He is undertaking “shuttle 
diplomacy” between biack and white leaders 
in southern Africa to negotiate the evolution 
of majority rule in Rhodesia and Namibia. 
If he falls, the United States will have suf- 
fered a major blow to its prestige and in~ 
fluence, and President Ford will have handed 
Jimmy Carter a fat campaign issue, Even 
if Mr. Kissinger achieves some short-term 
success, then Washington will have gotten 
itself smack in the middle of an immense 
unfolding regional crisis without having 
conveyed the sort of clear view of U.S. pur~ 
pose that might provide a firm hasis for 
Public and congressional support. 

* * * 

Indeed, by the standards of conventional 
prudence a case can be made that the 
United States, or an administration bur- 
dened by an electoral challenge, should have 
contented itself with expressions of alarm 
and plety, and simply called on the UN to 
take the situation in hand. No matter that 
the UN, by hecoming the creature of one 
side on this issue, has rendered itseif incap- 
able of dealing constructively with it. 

The Kissinger-Ford gamble nonetheless 
seems to us no less right for being “impru- 
dent.” One can fairly criticize the admin- 
istration for coming late to Southern Africa, 
and for coming there less out of concern for 
racial and human justice than out of a fear 
that the Soviet Union would exploit the 
larger regional turbulence as it did the 
strogg:e inside Angola. But the crisis In 
southern Africa is real and it threatens to 
rage out of control with almost unimaginable 
costs and consequences. For the United 
States to play it safe and to do less than it 
could to avert a holocaust would be not only 
bad diplomacy, contributing to world "dis- 
order, it would be an abdication of U.S. 
moral obligation and responsibility to the 
world community. During the years of U.S. 
Neglect of Africa, others have had plenty of 
time and room to defuse the situation, but 
nothing has been done. 

In Rhodesia time may already have run 
out. The white minority may be too fear- 
ful—or stubbornly complacent—and the 
black guerrillas and politicians too divided 
and undisciplined for the sort of majority 
rule-minority rights deal that Mr. Kissinger
